hair. i 

The bodies of the dead and wounded were i 
brought oil .shore as soon as circumstances i 
would permit. The former, after being recog¬ 
nized, were pot into cotlins The latter were 
carried to the Hospital of the Navy Yard and 
every attention paid to them. The bodies of 
tlie (lead were shockingly mangled; their fea¬ 
tures distorted, and so much blackened, that it 
was difficult to recognise them. All the 
pliysiciaiis of Brooklyn, and several from this 
city, proffered tlieir services, which proved 
very acceptable. 

As soon as the inteiligence reached the city 
thousaiidsofpersons visited the wreck ofthe Ful 
ton. The steamboats on their passage up tlie 
river, stopped to learn the particulars, and him- 
dreds of small boats proceeded to the spot. 
The Navy Yard was also filled with persons 
making inquiries after their relations or friends, 
anil expressing much snxiety to see the bodies 
for tiic purpose of ascertaining whether they 
were among the dead or wounded. 

Tlie interest excited by the news of this 
event, was last evening intense and universal. 
Nor has it abated this morning. 

Commodore Chauncey, and the officers of 
the station were on board the wreck, after the 
explosion, giving directions to remove the scat¬ 
tered ti.mber, in order that a search might take 
place for such bodies as might be buried in the 
ruins. 

Tile tide being at the ebb, immense quan¬ 
tities of the Iragmenls of the ship Hoaled down 
in front of llie city, and hundreds ol small 
boats were seen busily engaged in securing 
- them. 

Since the foregoing was prepared we have 
hsd a call from an officer who left the hulk since 
ten o’clock. The tide had come in, so that she 
was filled with water. 

We are pained to learn, that Mrs. Brecken- 
ridge 8 II, t slightly, but very severely wounded 
and the injury of L.ent IMatt is so serious, 
that but a faint hope is indulged ol his recove¬ 
ry. 

What is a very remarkable circumstance, al¬ 
though several of the persons at dinner in the 
ward room, escaped, with their fives and some, 
of them uninjured, not a vestige of the table, 
chairs, or any of tlie furniture remains Every 
thing was blown to atoms. 

The Scene, even this morning, at the Navy 
Yard, is distressing beyond description. In¬ 
deed to attempt a description of such a specta¬ 
cle at the verv moment when our feelings are 
harrowed up to a painful degree by the sliock- 
t iiig reality, seems too revolting to be under¬ 
taken. We miglit speak of the wounded living 
and the mangUd dead, and of the fragments of 
bodies blown to pieces mingled among the 
broken relics of "the ship—but such particu¬ 
lars may better be left to tlie readers imagina¬ 
tion. 

When we left the Navy Yard at 11 o’clock, 
only/me men were unaccounted fur. These 
have doiibtlcsa perished either by drowning, 
or by being crushed among the timbers. 

The interment of the bodies of the seamen 
Ac. was to take place at half past one o’clock 
this dav—that of Lieut. Breckenridge at 6 o’ 
clock tills aBernoon.
